Homestead Tax 


Tax relief will be a reality for 
many ojder citizens this year. 

The Michigan Commission on 
Aging reminds all peopie 65 and 
older that under Michigan's re- 
vised Homestead Tax Exemption 
law they might now qualify for 
this exemption. 

Applicants, who must file for 
this exemption each year at their 
lotal asscasor’s Gfficc, may 2p 
ply from Jan. 4 until sometime 
in March — a date set hy each 
local assessor. 

Fersons whe qualify are cx 
empt from the taxes on the first 
$2,500 of the valuation of their 
home. Last year, the average ex- 
emption was around $100. 

To qualify wader the revised 
Homestead Tax Exemption law 
which was passed by last year’s 
Legislature, persons must have 
lived in Michigan for five of the 
past ten years, and in their home 
for at least siz of the preceding 
twelve months. Total income 
from all sources can mot exceed

To Learn About Brug Abuse 


Art Linkletter looks to the 
young to turn off on drugs— 
by themselves. 

Speaking at the 7hth an- 
nual meeting of the National 
Association of Manufac- 
turers, the famed television 
star cited some of the more 
successful programs young 
people are promoting to fight 
drug abuse. Mr. Linkletter 
mentioned volunteer organi- 
zations whose tecnage coun- 
selors give periodic lectures 
and aid students wno need 
information and help. There 
should be more auch organi- 
zations, he says. 

Mr. Linkletter’ ‘8 speech be- 
fore the NAM’s membership 
wae entitled “The Role cf 
Business in Drug Control.” 
He urged the industrial lead- 
ers to “become the leaders in 
the fight against drug abuse.” 

“There is no parent in the 
United States today of what- 
ever power, wealth, fame. 
neighborhood, educrtiun or 
religion whose child is nut in 
danger of being tempted to 
experiment with some kind 
of drug,” he said.

Is there some way one can 
determine tf an electrical cir- 
cuit in the home is over- 
loaded? 

Total the wattage of al] ap- 
pliances you use at one time 
on one circuit, and you can 
tell if the circuit will be over- 
loaded. Electricai appliances 
with symbols UL (Under- 
writers’ Laboraiories, Inc.) 
in the United States or CSA 
(Canadian Standards Asso- 
ciation) in Canada are 
marked with the wattage at 
which they operate. Allow a 
margin of 100 to 200 watts 
rather than loading a circuit 
to capacity.

electric appliances? 

The expense of operating 
gas or electric appliances 
varies from place to place. 
If both types of energy are 
availabie in your area, you 
should consider the compara- 
tive cost of each in your area,

Elly Peterson, who made it to the top in ier 
chosen profession of politics, is retiring. 

it's tough lo say goodbye to an old friend, but 
Elly Peterson certainly has earned her plans to 
retire from her Eaton county home near Charlotte 
iyo teas Hectic life in Hawaii. 

In a capsule, Elly Peterson is quite a gal -- and 
she made it (o the top in Republican politics in the 
United States as an effective political operator, 
and noi as a woman. 

Twice she has been selected as assistant 
chairman of the Republican National Commiiice, 
which Is the post she is vacating to chase the 
Hawaiian sunset. 

The positions she has held she has earned. 


Eliy Peterson started in Michigan politics as a 
volunteer worker in Eaton county Republican 
politics. Then she inoved on to the staff at the 
Republican State Central Committee as secretary 
to Lawrence Lindemer, then state Republican 
chairman, back in the early 1950s. 


On her own at the state level for the first time, 
she was elected as vice chairman of the state 
republican party, and Republican oldtimers still 
ramember ihe torrid convention bdaitie in which 
Elly battied and defeated Mrs. Lois Nair of Wayne 
county, for the vice chairmanship. This was really 
a portent of things to come, because Mrs. Nair was 
the candidate of the right-wing elements in the

porty st that time and Mrs. Peterson never felt 
comfortable with them. 

Elly served With severdl state chairman, but was 
not confined to the usual woman politician's role 
of teas and women’s club activities and things of 
that sort. Instead, she was a pulitical pro in her 
own right, and ~ to the credit of Republican 
leadership in Michigan — her talents were used as 
such. 

In the HKomney campaigns, Elly’s party 
leadership and background was invaluable. Finally, 
she was elected in her own right as state chairman 
— the first female state chairman in Republican 
history. ; 

Her first stint as assistant national chairman 
came in the pre-Goldwater days, when 
Congressman William E. Miller (remember him?) 
was national chairman. This last time around, she 
served with Cogredsmah “Hovers C.B. Marton as 
national chairman. 

Ely also took a crack at elected office as the 
Republican candidate tor Uniied Siaies Senaivi 
against Sen. Phil Hart in 1964. She lost, heavily, in 
the same year that Sen. Goldwater was buried in 
the presidential race. 

Her solection as senatorial candidate was one of 
the only true political drafts I’ve ever witnessed. [t 
was made at a strategy meeting in early 1964 at 
the East Lansing home of Gey. Romney, when top 
staff and statewide strategists were brainstorming

the 1964 race against Hart. Mrs. Romney was even 
mentioned at one point in this session, but iinaiiy 
ine umuiie of candidacy settled cn Mrs. Peterson. 
She didn’t really want to run, but she gave it a 
game try. 


there were no messages from the White House — 
which is unfortunate but reflects one of the 
reasons Elly is not unhappy about retiring at this 
time. 

Wih all this statewide and national political 
experience, it is a quirk in history that Eily 
Peterson never served as a dclegate to a state party 
convention untit 1970 when she was selected to 
represent her beloved Eaton county at the party’s 
Detroit convention. 

David S. Broder, respected Washington 
columnist, paid tribute tu Elly Peterson with these 
cormments: 


“It is, I think, accurate to say that her abilities 
wuuid have tanned ivi ive uatignal Clainaisnip, 
were it not for the unwrilten sex barrier both 
parties have erected around tiat job. Certainly her 
organizational talents made he: siews as respected 
and her advice as sought-after among her 
colleagues in the party as anyone in the past 
decade.” 

So — farewell, Elly Peterson! Come on back 
home... anytime!
